Saturday morning, submitting the full 
text of the four-power pact between 
United States, England, France and 
Japan. 
Lodge emphasized that the pact in- 


terfered in no way with the internal 
problems of any 
country, but pre- 


vented tho vast resources of the 
Pacific from becoming the prey of ag- 
gression. Ho expressed the optimism 
of the world when he said he believed 
this pact, necessarily 
founded on 


faith, would live on and prevent a 
repetition of the World war. 


The address in part follows: 
Senator Lodge's address presenting

Full of Meaning 


I should be insensible, indeed, if I 


did not feel deeply - gratified by "the 
opportunity which has come to me to 
lay before the conference the draft of 
a'treaty, the terms of which have 
been agreed upon by 
four of the 
great powers of the earth'in regard 
to the islands of the Pacific, which 
' they control, either as possesisons or 


dominions. I will begin by reading to 
the conference the treaty, which . is 
both brief and simple and- yet I,ana 
sure is full of meaning and impor- 
tance to the world's peace. 


The signing of this treaty is, on.the 
part, of the United States,, subject, to 
the maldng of a convention with Jap-

remove the causes of war. This is 
an attempt to remove causes of war 
over a great area of the globe's sur- 
face by reliance upon the good faith 
and honest intentions of the nations 
which sisn the treaty, solving all dif- 
ferences through the processes of 
diplomacy and joint consideration and 
conciliation. No doubt we shall hear 
It said that the region to which this 
agreement applies is one most un- 
likely to give birth to serious dis- 
putes, and therefore an agreement of 
this character is of little consequence, 
History unhappily has shown that 
there is no corner of the earth so re- 
mote or so valueless that it is rot

With a view to the preservation of the general iwace and the maintenance 


of their -rights in relation to their insular pobs.esbioiu» and insular dominions 
in the region of the Pacific ocean, 


Have determined to conclude a treaty to this effect and have adopted as 


their plenipotentiaries: 


The president of Hie United States of America. 
His majesty, the king of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Jrcfcind 


and of Hie British dominions beyond the seas, emperor of India, and for the 
dominion of Canada, for tho commonwealth of Australia, for the dominion of 
New Zealand, for India. 
:^The president of''the French republic. 


His majesty, the emperor of Jpan.

Who having communicated their full powers, found in good and due forme 


have agreed as follows: 


1. Tho high contractinK parties agree as between themselves <o respect 


their rights in relation to their insular possessions and insular domiiuons in 
the region of the Pacific ocean. 


If there should develop between any of the lush contracting parties a 


controversy arising out of any Pacific question wliieh would involve their 
Xaid rights which is not satisfactorily settled by diplomacy and is likely to_ af- 
fect the harmonious accord now happily subsisting between them, they shall 
invite the oUier hii;h contracting parties to a joint conference to which the 
whole subject will be referred for consideration and adjustment. 


2 If tho said-rights are tlireatcned by the aggressive action of any 


other-power, the high contracting parries shall communicate with one an- 
other fullv and frankly in order to arrive at an understandmc as to the most 
efficient measures to be taken, jointly or separately, to meet the exigencies 
of the particular situation. 


3 This agreement shall remain in force for ten 5cars from the time it 


shall take effect, and after the expiration of siaid period it shall continue,to be 
in force subject to tho right of any of the high contracting parses to termin- 
ate it upon twelve months' notice. 


4 This agreement shall be ratified as soon as possible in accordance 


with the constitutional methods of the high contracting parties and shall take 
effect on the deposit of ratifications, which shall take place at Washington, 
and thereupon the agreement between Great Britain and Japan, which was 
concluded at London on July 13,1911, shall terminate.

-.signed the treaty, and the reception the 
treaty received.

The Irish leaders ex- 
hibited remarkable diplomacy and in mauy 
respects they outgeneraled their oppon- 
ents. It was in the fullest sense of the 
word a treaty subscribed to in a spirit of 
forbearance and conciliation, and it was 
founded on justice and common sense.

New York gave Hie country at large in 
its control and manipulation of money 
and credit before the Federal Reserve 
system took that vicious prerogative 
away from it. "We wonder how mupti real 
concern he thinks New York city, which 
is the financial and commercial center of 
America, has shown in the prosperity and 
welfare of the American fanner. 


Just now we -are having one of the most 


conspicuous exhibitions o£ sectionalism 
in our history in the organized effort of 
New York to defeat the St. Lawrence 
waterway project. New York is oppos- 
ing this, great national undertaking for 
the selfish reason that it believes it will 
take some of the commerce away from 
Atlantic ports. It is enraged at the rest 
of the country for merely suggesting the 
improvement. It has framed up a case 
against it which is a mass of misstate- 
xnents. false deductions and appeals to 
prejudice. Having no regard for the tre- 
mendous benefits that would accrue to 
the nation at large from opening' up the 
Great Lakes to ocean commerce. New 
York fights the enterprise as i£ it were 
in' truth and fact the United States and 
its interests were superior to those of the 
whole country.

Before New York can with good grace 


chide the west or any other part of the- 
country for -what it conceives to be sec- 
tionalism it must first pluck the mote out 
'of its own eye. It must be-made to realize 
that its sectionalism is second to none in 
the country, the south not exceptcd. 


MR, HAEDING'S TARIFF VIEWS ' 
Expansion of the Eepnblican and Demo- 


cratic conclusion that the tariff is^a com- 
mercial and economic rather than a po- 
litical problem is 'the suggestion-in Presi- 
dent Harding *s address to congress. JHis 
specific recommendations as to reciprocal 
trade relations with" other nations attack 
neither free trade nor protection, but. in 
a practical sense, approve both principles. 
"Was not the United States tariff commis- 
sion created in recognition by both great 
parties of the idea that tariff-making is 
a reciprocal process, either under free 
trade or protection, or both, and an eco- 
nomic adjustment for the benefit of Amer- 
ican business as a whole?

President Harding appropriately applies

Concerning the large debts 
due to us. he says: "If we must choose 
between a people in idleness pressing, for 
the payment of indebtedness, or a people 
resuming the normal ways of employment, 
and carrying the credit, let us choose the 
latter.5J The fact obvious to investigators 
of commercial affairs is that basic condi- 
tions in the United States and all over the 
world point directly to the wise recom- 
mendations advanced by President Hard- 
ing. 
As the creditor-nation and the larg- 


est producer of raw materials and manu- 
facturers, America is the most potential 
factor in international commerce. "Whether 
we shall be prosperous, and all other na- 
tions be prosperous, depends on our adop- 
tion of what the president describes as 
"comity of relationship/' 


"While rcadjnstmcnt progresses, busi- 


ness circumstances will change frequently. 
There-should and will be record prosperi- 
ty. But the readjustment will not reach 
equilibrium for a number of years. No 
absolute tariff would suit these chsinges. 
biif, as the president illustrated, the tariff 
sy.stem should be flexible and clastic, to 
use his words, so that duties inSshl be in- 
creased or decreased, in accord with 
com- 


mercial mutations. President Harding's 
recommendations express {rood business 
and good politics. Good politics m«.st con- 
form to good business, for the public never 
was so unpartisan as at present, Through 
there may be intense-partisans to whom 
some of the president's phrases may .sound 
inharmonious, nevertheless these phrases 
will prove to be both Republican and 
Democratic.

WATER ENOUGH FOB IIKALTII 


Now that several million people have found tho> 


can worry along somehow without whisky, the re 
vival of the art of drinking water should be of some 
interest. 
• 


The quantity of water required to maintain healtl 


depends on one's weight, tho season or climate 
one's physical activity and the character of the 
diet. Nearly every one should take not less* than 
two glasses (about 12 ounces) of water at each of 
tho three meals. A minimum daily quantity for the 
average adult should be four pints. And in man> 
instances one or two gallons may bo required, jis in 
persons engaged in active play or work 
in hot 


weather. The water should always be cold, some 
where around 60 degrees TF"., but never ice cold 
Some elderly persons, spare of build, may advan 
tagcously drink a pint, more or less, of rather hoi 
water on arising in tho morning. Remember thai 
water with meals stimulates and improves diges 
tion. provided one is at all thirsty. 


I do not think it is advisable for any one to drink 


water if it is repulsive to do so, that is, if he has 
no thirst, provided he is not using sonic other bcv- 
<;rago to satisfy thirst. 


One whose diet is largely vegetarian naturally 


needs more water than one who cats much animal 
food. 


One who drinlas water freely can work and think 


faster than one who drinks little water. 


Pat persons who drink much water tend to grow 


thin, whereas thin persons who drink much water 
tend to grow fat. for good physiological reasons. 


Persons who consume an excessive quantity of 


starch fooda and sugars, have an excessive thirst 
and retain in their tissues an excess of water— 
they become stout in" a ^flabby, water logged way, 
lazy, weak and inefficient. 


Traveling salesmen, .visitors to country summer 


resorts, hunters, campers, auto tourists and others 
who have occasion to drink water from doubtful 
sources may protect themselves 
from 
infection 


with typhoid fever and other diseases by adding to 
ach quart a tablet of halaaone. a chlorine com 


pound well adapted for the purpose.

only bacterial infections, but possible drinking-of 
Ilia-microscopic eggs of the- common parasites, of 
Lhe intestinal tract.

There is no advantage in drinking any bottled water 
or mineral water, unless a physician prescribes

^.fe by boiling or disinfection as suggested.

to 'do, a great shortage In ready-made 
wear will result, and the public will 
have to pay exorbitant prices for its 
spring clothes. Thus, those of us who 
buy our wearing apparel in depart- 
ment stores and specialty shops- are 
naturally 
curious to 
know 
why 


a strike of such enormous proportions 
should take place, with 
undesirable 


consequences for ourselves. 


Thev garment workers quit work in 


a body the first of November because 
thoir employers' re-established 
the 


piecework 
system 
m place 
of a 


straight weekly wage, for which, the 
workers made a, successful fight a 
couple of years ago. The manufactur- 
ers say that a return to the- piecework 
system is necessary if they are to re- 
duce the price of ready-made clothes. 
The workers claim that they will re- 
sist it to the bitter end, because, it 
means going b-wk to the methods of 
the sweatshop. 
The manufacturers 


have offered to call in numerous ofli- 
cials. slate, federal, and otherwise, to 
act as arbiters in the' matter. The 
workers, have refused such arbitration 
upon the- ground that the question is 
not arbitrable. They claim, that the 
piecework system is a, settled, issue; 
that the manufacturer^ are bound to 
pay them a straight Weekly wage by 
a definite agreement which does not end 
until Juno, 1022, and that they will 
hold 
the 
manufacturers 
to 
the 


contract. 


In order to comprehend, the position 


taken by each side, it is necessary tc 
review the history of the garment 
trade, which is one long series of such 
crises. 


In the late nineteenth 
century, 


ready made, wear was still a'distinct 
novelty in this country, the product ot 
a very limited number" of small fac- 
tories. At that time, hordes of im- 
migrants from Russia. Poland 'and 
Austria started pouring into the coun- 
.ry to escape 
oppression. Italians 


likewise began to arrive- in 
huge 


numbers. Many of,these immigrants 
::ad been tailors, seamstresses, em 
iroiderers and Iqpe-makers in their na- 
tive countries. Hence, they provided 
an enormous amount of cheap labor 
of the very type that the young ready- 
nade wear industry, already in the 
lands of their compatriots, was look- 
ng for. 


1 
EARLY CONDITIONS 


A large labor surplus was created, 


and with it ghastly working conditons. 
\dded tovunlimited hours, starvation 
wages and similar abuses, was the 
lighly seasonal character of the_ in- 
dustry, which demanded terrific spurts 
of speed for short periods and then 
eft the majority of workers idle for 
the rest of the year. • If. through an 
organized protest, the workers were 
able to obtain, better working condi- 
tions during one busy • .season, their 
qains wbuld end when the- season was 
over, and they 'would have to make 
tho same fight the next year. 


What v/as true of the New York 
rude was true in slightly less degree 
of the other five clothirig centers. Al- 
though strikes occurred 
with 
dig- 


ressing frequency, it was not until 
1910 that the workers were sufficient- 
y well organized to moke a general 
strike effective. In this year, the New 
L*ork garment workers*, union won its 
lemands for liighcr wages, shorter 
vorkinp hours 
anrf better working 


conditions, but an even more notable 
.-ictory was won ,l>y the workers in 
.he large garment factories of Chi- 
cago. Here, for the first time, the 
garment manufacturers 
seemed 
to 


realize tho need for industrial arbi- 
tration, and a plan for amicable- ad- 
justments was tho result. 


This included a permanent arbitra- 


tion board, consisting of two represen- 
tative!*—one of the Chicaco garment 
makers" union and one chosen by the 
manufacturers.

were to choose, in turn, an ImparUal

The 
manufacturers were 
repre- 


sented on the Trade Board largely by 
labor managers. A plant of any con- 
siderable size always employs a labor 
manager, while tho -smaller, 
plants 


usually combine to hire oneymanager, 
who functl'ons for all of them. These 
labor managers.v acting for the em- 
ployers, "and the"' union representa- 
tives, acting .for the workers, oonsti- 
lutinir ^he Trade Board, were author- 
\x<nl to setrte all disputes that could 
not ho settled locally in the shops. 
Tho Impartial / Chairman. " paid 
and 


trusted by both sides, presided over 
the Board and corresponded -to a 
judge in our1 courts.'Cafces were ar- 
gued before him, and his decision was 


rare in- 
made to 


the* Ilrst Board of Arbitration. A more 
effective system of industrial arbitra- 
tion has never been devised. 


Other clothing centers almost im- 


mediately adopted it, but it was a long 
time before it "took hold upon New 
York. 
Local conditons conspired to 


prevent it 
Dr. Leiserson. Impartial 


Chairman for the clothing industry in 
Rochester, explains these conditons as 
follows: 


THE NEW-YORK SYSTEM 


. "In the first place, two-thirds of all 
the work in the New York market is 
dene by contractors. The significance 
of this is that tho employer is not 
really a manufacturer. He handles the 
financial and sales end of tho busi- 
ness, but ho throws off his shoulders 
all the manufacturing problems and 
shoves them on to the contractor. The 
contractor ia usually .a small 
em- 


ployer running a small shop 
with 


little knowledge of modern manufac- 
turing. 
In busy times he- pays any 


wages his people ask. He can make 
tho firm for whom- he works pay the 
price in order to get the work. In 
slack time, however, the firm squeezes 
the contractor down to. the very low- 
est price possible because hundreds of 
contractors are competing for work 
then. Having contracted to do the 
work for a very low price, the con- 
tractor squeezes down the. wages of 
his- employees, or, as it is known in 
the trade, 'sweats* lu's profits out ot 
the wages oC the workers." 


Thus, it was not until 1310. after 


nine years of struggle, marked by sev 
era! victories and defeats, that 
the 


New York garment workers finally 
succeeded in securing the same sys- 
tem of industrial arbitration that was 
in vogue in the other ma'rkets. At this 
time there was a tremendous short- 
ige of labor, because of the war. and 
the garment industry was 
enjoying 


unprecedented prosperity. 
Tacturers were willing to 


Tho manu- 
pay enor- 


mous wages in order to get help, and 
the garment makers' union was often 
put in the embarrassing position of 
seeping wages down. In some cases 
t actually'forced union members to 
return to jobs paying. $5 and $10 a 
week less than other employers had 
offered them. 
^ 


The manufacturers, on the 
other 


land, met tho workers 
half way, 


through the 
arbitration 
board, by 


granting their demands that the piece- 
work system. Ion? the chief bone of 
contention, be abolished, in favor of 
a. straight weekly wage. This con- 
cc^sion, as .well as a shortening of tho 
54-hour week, was made in an agree- 
ment which -was to last until 1922. 
liist spring, however, the manufac- 


.urers began to show signs that they 
regretted their bargain. 
Tho public 


iad ceased its extravagant buying of 
clothes, and it seemed \probable that 
t would continue to exercise thrift 
:n that direction. Prices would have 
:o go down. Production costs would 
lave to so 
down first. 
They re- 


membered the good old days when 
workers were paid by the piece, and 
kept working frantically on that piece 
until it was done.
